The Protectionist Movement In England 


Providence Journal. 


The agitation against free trade in 


Great Britain is not a sporadic case of 
popular hysterics ; it has become epi- 
demic and structural. The 
London 


journals of every political stripe are 
not only talking about it, but in such a 
manner as to evidence their sense of 
the importance it has assumed. 
While 


the Tory party naturally and tradition- 
ally sides with protection, the move- 
ment really began with the masses, and 
is supported Ly the manufacturing 
classes. In one influential paper the 
doctrine which the Journal has in the 
briefest manner outlined,is more rhetor- 
ically put, thus . "If all the world were 
one federated commonwealth, in which 
wars were unknown, and in which the 
divisions between nations were ol' no 
more importance than the divisions be- 
tween counties or parishes, then free 
trade and open competition would obvi- 
ously conduce to the one object of good 
government—the greatest happiness of 
the greatest number." But the condi- 
tion precedent is not likely soon to be 
the actual condition. As the world is, 
and for a long time is likely to be, free 
trade is a problem to be solved fay each 
nation for itself, at any particular time 
according to the specific circumstances 
of the period. The Liberal statesmen 
and journals of England to-day say 
this: "However perfect the theory of 
free trade is, abstractly onsidered, it 
has failed to work out with uniformly 
convincing success.'' 
But in political 


economy success is the test of truth. 
The proof that a manufacturing estab- 
lishment is needed and is properly con- 
ducted, is that it is making money. 


Where Tins are Made. 


North American Munuiuchircr. 


Tbc pins uaed in this country are 


made by fourteen factories, chiefly loca 
ted in New Kngland. The annual pro- 
duction for several years past has been 
7,000,000,00(1. 
This number has not 


varied much lor some yenrn, the demand 
remaining about the same. 
Two years 


ai^o the competition among nine prinei 
pal companies then -existing for the 
manufacture of toilet pins led to such 
a catting of prices that the business 
became unprofitable, and the market 
was flooded with goods. 
A year ago a 


combination waa formed of three wire 
companies, and now all of the pins 
made by them are shipped to New York 
and handled by the head agency of that 
city. 
From their common warehouses 


they are sent to every part of the coun- 
try. 
The importation:) of English pins 


arc small, and the exportation of pin.H 
Irom the United States is confined to 
Cuba, South America and parts of Can- 
ada. 
Kngland supplies almost the 


whole world outside of the UnitedStatca 
although the American pins are not in- 
ferior in quality. The raw material— 
the brass and iron wire from which all 
American pins are made—is from the 
wire mills of this country, anil much of 
the machinery is of American invention 
and patent.

Up-grade Again.

THE RAILROAD WAR. 


WASHINGTON, July 27, 8:30 a. tn. 
The president slept soundly last 


night from 8 p. m. to 5. a. m.. with bat 
a single break of Hhort duration at 11 
p. tu. Since 5 this morning he has 
dozed (juicily, awaking at intervals. 
There has been no rigor. lie takes his 
ncumhmunt well, and his general con- 
dition is improving, 
lie 
expressed 


himself 
BS feeling better, and more 


rested. 
Pulse, 91; temperature, 9S; 


respiration, 18. 


WASHINOTON, July 26. 
Kaily this 


afternoon a decided improvement in the 
president was observed by all around 
him. He was free from pain and rested 
quietly. 
The president has continued 


to grow better during the afternoon, 
and to-night is doing splendidly. 
The 


surgeons have agreed that they will not 
give out any more interviews. They 
say they havn been grossly misrepre- 
sented by some newspapers, and that 
hereafter they intend to confine their 
information about the case to official 
bulletins. 


The western associated press agent 


had a talk with one of the surgeons to- 
night. 
He said he was willing to give 


some facts about the president and big 
condition, but that he must not be 
ijuoted. 
He said the work done on the 


president':* wound to day was not, in 
fact, an operation, and that the dis- 
charge of pus was not as free as it 
ought to have been, and Dr. Agncw di- 
lated the incision in a Jo Sunday morn- 
ing with his finger in order to insert a 
large drainage tube. 
In doing this a 


piece of the fractured rib was felt and 
it was drawn out, and other small frag- 
ments which were working to the sur- 
face were also drawn out. This, the 
doctor said, the surgeons did not regard 
as an operation proper. 
He said the 


insertion of the larger drainage tube 
produced a better discharge of pus im- 
mediately, and a free discharge had 
been kept up ever since. 
When the 


wound was dressed to-night it was as- 
certained that the change worked ad- 
mirably, as the flow of pus was entirely 
satisfactory and of a healthy character. 
This surgeon said the president was 
better to-night than he had bern for 
some daye, and that he waa in fact do- 
ing as well as before hid relapse of last 
Friday night, and he considered the 
president now nearer recovery than 
ever. He had taken more nourishment 
to-day than he was in the habit of tak- 
ing, and it agreed with him. 
He had 


n,o trouble whatever from indigestion, 
and he relisbes his food. 
His appetite 


is increasing and he will now regain 
strength. 


'•Do you bclive the president Bill re- 


cover 7" asked the reporter. 


"I do," replied the doctor. 
"I don't think he is going to get up 


in a few days, mind you, but unless 
some complication entirely unlocked 
for and unapprehended arises, I am sat- 
isfied he will get well. He is really 
mending now; he has not had any fever 
during the day. 
When his pulse regis- 


tered 104 it was just after he had been 
handled, and in his case the effect was 
about the same as unusual exercise 
would be upon a strong man. Ilia 
pulse was then increased by our moving 
and handling him in dressing the wound. 
The president's case has progressed 
unusually well without any drawbacks 
occurring. 
That waa out of the ques- 


tion. The very character of his wound 
taught us that we would have some 
trouble with it, and as soon as the trou- 
ble arose it made itself apparent in the 
natural constitutional symptoms. 
We 


have removed that trouble and now the 
wound is doing so well that I do not be- 
lieve any further difficulty will occur. 
If it should, it will not alarm us. We 
have the case so well in hand, we know 
the patient and character of the wound 
so thoroughly that we arc ready to meet 
and subdue promptly any new compli- 
cation that may appear, and as I have 
aaid, I do not now apprehend any. The 
president is mnch better to-night. He 
looks better and feels better. He told 
me to-night that lie felt very much 
better. We all feel hopeful and cheer- 
ful about him." 


NEW YORK, July-2G.—The Keening 


I'ott says: Dr. Frank Hamilton arrived 
from Washington this morning. A re- 
porter found him at his house, where 
the following conversation took place, 
which Dr. Hamilton requested should 
be reported verbatim: 


"How was it," asked the reporter, 


'that the deposit of pus, which has 
caused all this recent trouble in the 
president's cape was not discovered 
sooner ?" 


"It was discovered," answered the 


doctor, "by the gentlemen in attend- 
ance, and that was the reason that they 
sent for Dr. Agnew and me. They 
would have opened the abscess them- 
selves had they not thought the duty a 
very responsible one, and that it would 
require but a few hours for us to reach 
there." 


"How does this complication affect 


the president's chance of recovery ?" 


"Not very materially. Of course it 


produces an impression upon the sys- 
tem, but other similar obstructions and 
complications may ensue, and still not 
cause serious alarm." 


"It has been suggested, doctor, that 


a series of these abscesses or lateral 
pus poaches might be apprehended all 


along the track of the wound. Is that 
to be feared ?" 


"They are not like); to occur, because 


this one has occurred, and the chances 
are more than equal that similar pouoh- 
es will not be formed at all. This one 
had special cause—the irregular projec- 
tion of the fractured rib." 


"Has anything further been discov- 


ered as to the course of the ball and its 
present position ?" continued the re- 
porter. 


"Yes; I think there has. The pre- 


sumption seems to be, from certain in- 
dications, that the ball lies in the right 
iliac fossa." 


"Did it enter the peritoneum?" 
"It is doubtful whether it did.' 
"Did it enter the liver?" 
"I do not think it did, although the 


evidence at first, as presented to the 
gentlemen in attendance, was very con- 
clusive that it had entered the liver, 
and they are very accurate, experienced 
and observing men. The suppuration 
will now be watched with great care, 
and every expedient, mechanical and 
otherwise, will be adopted to convey 
disinfecting fluid to the bottom of the 
sac and the wound, and thus render in- 
nocuous the pus which may form." 


"What do you think, doctor, about 


the chances of the prcsident'sreoovcrj?" 


"I still think they are more than 


equal, more especially since I have bad 
the opportunity of seeing him." 


"Is the president 
changed much 


since you saw him last ? 
Does he ap- 


pear to be weak ?" 


"He is not mnch changed in appear- 


ance, not so much as many patients 
would be under similar circumstances. 
Instead of being weak when he saw me 
in the room yesterday morning (I was 
standing at the head of the bed, the 
better to observe what was going on), 
the president put his hand back over 
his bed lo take mine and said cheerful- 
ly, 'How are you, doctor, this morning?' 
The stories of weakness arc, therefore, 
groundless." 


"Could the president bear a second 


operation ?" 


"1 think he could bear six operations 


or more of the character of the one just 
performed. 
That was only like remov- 


ing a boil." 


"What evidence has there been of 


pyremia ?" 


"None at all." 
The right iliac fossa mentioned by 


Dr. Hamilton is the cavity between the 
front of the hip bone and the ribs, and 
contains the small intestines. 


NEW YoitK, July 20.—The Pennsyl- 


vania Hoad continued the war of pas- 
senger rates to the west to-day by being 
the first to announce in the morning a 
reduction of 50 cents. This was fol- 
lowed in the course of the day by other 
roads. 
It proved to be, despite rumors 


to the contrary, the only cut that was 
made during the day. 
Figures on all 


routes arc now, to Chicago t3, Cincin- 
nati $7.50 and St. Louis $14.25. The 
cut made by the Grand Trunk in Bos- 
ton from $21 to $5 for rebate tickets to 
Chicago, while it increased public in- 
terest in the warfare, did not, in the 
opinion of the agents in this city,cither 
weaken or strengthen the struggle. 
A 


New York agent stated that roads run- 
ning out of Boston had followed the 
lead of this company, and had made 
reductions. 
He did not think that this 


bad been done in view of a struggle 
between the trunk lines running out of 
New York. 
An agent of the Baltimore 


and Ohio, when speaking of the rate 
troubles, said that it was the intention 
of his road to reduce emigrant rates, as 
first-class rates were cut. 
He also gave 


it as his opinion that tickets would be 
sold to Chicago before the end of the 
week for $5. 
Carpenter, of the Penn- 


sylvania Road, said he had not heard of 
any negotiations looking towards a set- 
tlement, and that his road would con- 
tinue to reduce as fist as the other 
lines. 
Notwithstanding the low rates 


offered by trunk lines, the "scalpers" 
managed to undersell them, offering 
tickets to Cincinnati for $5.50 and $12 
to St. Louis. They did a very large 
business. It seems probable that the 
warfare will continue for some time lo 
come. 
To morrow a system of rebate 


tickets will go into effect on the Penn- 
sylvania Iload. 
An increase over the 


reduced price will be charged, money 
to be returned to the passenger when 
he reaches his destination. 


ST. Lous, Mo., July 26.—Governor 


Crittenden, in conversation with a re- 
porter last night, regarding the death of 
Judge Clifford, of the Supreme bench, 
stated that some time ago when he 
(Crittenden} waa in Washington, Judge 
Clifford told him'that he had preferred 
a complete and detailed history of the 
proceedings of the electoral commission, 
of which ho was a member, and that it 
it would be published after his death, 
unless his wife, who was the custodian 
of the manuscript, should otherwise de- 
cide. The Judge said its publication 
would create a sensation throughout 
the country. 


NEW YORK, July 26.—A Washing- 


ton ipecial says: "Mrs. Qarfield's debil- 
ity continues and occasions uneasiness, 
which doubtless would be greater were 
it not overshadowed with the more 
pressing anxiety in regard to the presi- 
dent. Dr. Boynton and Mrs. Kdson 
look carefully after her welfare. They 
know, however, that her husband's re- 
covery and change of air and scenery 
must precede any radical improvement 
in Mrs. Gar field's condition. 


NEW YORK, July 20.—All sorts ol 


alarming rumors concerning the presi- 
dent's condition are flying about to-day, 
and greater anxiety is felt throughout 
the whole city.

Death of • Famous Jersey Tow. 


New Tork Herald. 


Jersey Belle, of Soitotte (7,828), the 


property of Mr. Charles 0. Ellms, of 
Scituate, Mass., died on the llth inat., 
of milk fever, hiding dropped a bull 
calf the day previous 
Sho was gener- 


ally regarded as one of the most valua- 
ble Jersey cows in this or any country, 
and many connoisseurs pronounced her 
the beat that has yet been produced.— 
She was dropped July 10, 1871, got by 
Victor (3,550) out of one of bis own 
daughters. 
She has always been en 


exceptional butter yielder since first 
coming in at 3 years of age. 
A pecul- 


iarity of her cream and butter was its 
depth of golden color, which was main- 
tained throughout the year, being of 
the same shade upon winter feed in 
February that it wag on grass in June. 
In her 7-year-old season Mr. Ellms 
tested her separately for a year and ob- 
tained 705 pounds of butter within the 
305 days, a yield that made her Amous 
throughout this cauntry and England. 
A year ago in June she gavc,with extra 
feed, twenty-five pounds three ounces 
of butter in'a single week. The first 
call', dropped in 1874, was butchered. 
The others arc still living. Of the fe- 
males Mr. Ellms retains three, one of 
which has given 18 pounds of butter in 
one week, and a fourth belong to Col.
